Tributes to former 
football referee 

A FAMILY has paid tribute to an 88-year-olf 
former football referee who died in a crash on 
the A11 at Barton Mills. 

Charles McCulloch, known as 'Big Charles', 
died at the scene of the two-vehicle smash on 
the northbound carriageway of the A11. 

The family have issued a tribute to Mr 
McCulloch, who lived in Seymore Street, 
Cambridge. It said: "Big Charles was an avid 
follower of football and well known in the 
Cambridge area, refereeing in several leagues, 
to the age of 73. 

"He was an uncle, great-uncle, great great- 
uncle, who will be sadly missed and always be 
in our hearts, Sheila, Charles, John, William." 

The emergency services were called at 
2.20pm on Saturday, July 22, to the crash on 
the A11 northbound at the Worlington junction 
which involved a white Suzuki Swift and a gold 
YW Golf, driven by Mr McCulloch. 

A spokeswoman for Suffolk Fire and Rescue 
told the News that the service freed three 
people from cars following the collision. 

Two occupants of a white Suzuki Swift were 
admitted to hospital. Their injuries were not 
believed to be serious.

Trainer explains how he saddled the wrong horse that won race in Yarmouth controversy 

‘It was human error - 
it’s as simple as that’ 


TRAINER Charlie McBride is 
hoping the British Horseracing 
Authority shows leniency af¬ 
ter he became caught up in an 
embarrassing case of mistaken 
identity with one of his horses at 
Yarmouth. 

McBride ( pictured ) thought he 
had saddled 50-1 shot Mandarin 
Princess to win the opening two- 
year-old race at the track last 
Thursday, but it was stablemate 
Millie’s Kiss who passed the post 
in first place. 

Millie’s Kiss is a year older 
than Mandarin Princess and 
was due to run later on the same 
card in a race from which she 
was withdrawn by the Yarmouth 
stewards. 

McBride accepted full respon¬ 
sibility for the fiasco and is ex¬ 
pecting to be fined by the BHA. 

However, the Newmarket han¬ 
dler said: “I have been in rac¬ 
ing all my life, so I’d be disap¬ 
pointed if I was banned for one 
mistake. 

“It was a complete accident. 
There was no collusion and no 



ulterior motive. 

“There is obviously no excuse 
for not recognising it was the 
wrong horse. I know them both 
inside out and have ridden both 
horses. 

“I expect I will get 
fined, but it was a 
human error - as simple as that.” 

The mistake was discovered 
after the huge outsider, ridden 
by John Egan, had overturned 
the 4-6 favourite Fyre Cay in the 
six-furlong novice auction stakes 


for juveniles. 

The result was allowed to 
stand as the weigh-in sig¬ 
nal had been announced, 
although most bookmakers paid 
out on the first and second hors¬ 
es to cross the line. 

McBride said he was on “auto¬ 
pilot” and in a “mad rush” to sad¬ 
dle what he thought was Manda¬ 
rin Princess before the first race 
of the day at 1.40pm. 

He said: “I was waiting for the 
saddle at 1pm in the weighing 
room. John [Egan] weighed in 
lib over and was in the sauna, 
and that was why we were late 
trying to get the saddle. 

“We put the saddle on in two 
minutes flat without even think¬ 
ing it was the wrong horse. 

“She looked sound and then 
we went straight to the parade 
ring, where I had 10 or 12 of her 
owners chatting away to me. 

“I never even watched the filly 
go round and then watched her 
canter away. 

“When she won, everyone was 
euphoric and was hugging and 


kissing and chatting away to me. 
Even then it still didn’t occur to 
me it was the wrong filly. 

“I was too engrossed with the 
owners, the Press, and the pres¬ 
entation of the trophy. 

“Even her owners, who see her 
every week, didn’t even notice it 
was the wrong horse and were 
patting the filly in the winner’s 
enclosure. 

“When you’re in a mad 
rush like that, you go on au¬ 
to-pilot - you go through the 
motions.” 

Chief executive Nick Rust con¬ 
firmed the BHA will conduct a full 
inquiry, but said the case 
appeared to be a “genuine mis¬ 
take”. 

Angry punters and bookmak¬ 
ers demanded to know why 
the ‘winner’ was not imme¬ 
diately disqualified, with the 
race declared void. But Rust 
said: “We have to complete our 
inquiries and examine evidence 
of videos and interview people 
again before we disqualify the 
horse, if all is as it seems.”

A FORMER Newmarket 
school is set for demolition 
five years after closing. 

The Scaltback Middle 
School site, in Exning Road, 
is expected to be demolished 
from the end of October. 

The site is being used by 
the Newmarket Rugby Club, 
but local sporting groups 
will continue to use the 
surrounding playing fields. 

In a letter addressing the 
site, Robert Voss, secretary 


of the rugby club, wrote that 
he expected works to start 
“from the end of October”, 
although an official date has 
not been set. 

He added that the rugby 
club activities will not be 
disrupted. 

Suffolk County Council 
has also not agreed any 
alternative use for the site, 
and it is expected that it will 
be “partitioned off” until a 
new tenant is in place. 

The former school, which 
was closed by the county 
council in 2012, shut its last 
accessible part last week 
due to the conditions of the 


building. 

Hundreds of young 
members of three sports 
clubs, two badminton clubs 
and a gymnastics club, 
which used the school, are 
now searching for another 
venue but are yet to find one. 

Alex Bowers, 28, chairman 
of Newmarket Badminton 
Club, believes the council 
“did not do enough” for the 
upkeep of the hall and for its 
members. 

A spokeswoman from 
Suffolk County Council said: 
“The former school buildings 
will be demolished. 

“We are looking to 
initiate demolition once the 
buildings have been vacated 
which we expect to be before 
the end of the year. 

She added: “The pavilion 
building, which is currently 
used by Newmarket 
Rugby Club, will not be 
demolished and will 
continue to be used by the 
club. 

“The Newmarket Sports 
Development Association on 
behalf of Newmarket Rugby 
Club and local sporting 
groups will also continue to 
use the surrounding playing 
fields.”

Horsewalk 
trees action 

A NUMBER of residents have been 
in contact with me over the last 
fortnight, asking for information on 
the condition of trees situated along 
Snailwell Road, close to the new 
horsewalk extension. 

As you are aware, for over a year 
we have been working with Jockey 
Club Estates to improve the safety 
of horses, riders, pedestrians and 
other road users along Snailwell 
Road. This comprises of alterations 
to the existing concrete walk and 
an extension to the walk along a 
tree-lined grass verge. However, it 
appears that the aggregate used in 
the extension has had a detrimental 
effect on trees adjacent to the walk. 

This has been a really unfortunate 
development. I am very grateful 
to Jockey Club Estates, highways 
engineers and Forest Heath District 
Council tree specialists for responding 
so quickly. 

A number of remedial measures 
will now be undertaken to alleviate 
the damage on these trees. A thick 
layer of wood chip, sourced from 
broad leaf trees, will be spread onto a 
new layer of high quality top soil that 
will be spread over the walk and this 


will be topped with suitable dressing 
for horse use. Jockey Club Estates will 
continue to water the walkway twice 
a day for the next two weeks to help 
dilute salts to a less concentrated 
level and the walk will be aerated to 
help water penetrate deeper into the 
soil. 

I understand that we may not 
know the full outcome or effect 
on the trees for around a year, but 
everything possible is being done to 
resolve this. 

Salt from the aggregate material 
has either been removed or washed 
away into the soil. I would encourage 
residents to be mindful of the area 
in coming weeks if pets are being 
walked. 

The alteration works to the 
existing horsewalk will continue and 
I am grateful to residents for their 
patience.

The visit comes after the 
Mildenhall man was attacked 
in Southend two years ago. A 
group of men were recently 
jailed for the “unprovoked 
attack” which left him with 
permanent brain damage. 
He is unable to walk or talk. 

The pre-season friendly 
between Cambridge United 
and Southend United gave 
supporters from both foot¬ 
ball clubs the chance to sup¬ 
port Simon and his family. 
All the money raised will go 
towards his ongoing care 
needs. 

Before the kick-off, Simon 
received a standing ovation 
from both sets of supporters 
as he was led out onto the 
pitch with his wife, Nicole, 
daughter, Emily, and other 
members of his family. 

He carried the match ball 
and was welcomed with 
thunderous applause and a 
guard of honour from both 
sets of players. 

Simon’s wife, Nicole, said 
that the family had foot¬ 
ball shirts specially made 
for the match. “We ordered 
both Cambridge United and 
Southend United shirts, and 
had cut them in half and 
joined the teams together 
to make one shirt,” she said. 
“On the back, the shirts say 
‘United we stand against 
football violence’. 

“We wanted to have them 
printed because we wanted

to prove a point that we, as a 
family, don’t blame support¬ 
ers for what happened to Si¬ 
mon.” 

Commenting on the im¬ 
portance of the fundraiser, 
Cambridge United CEO Jez 
George said the club’s aim 
was to attract a huge crowd 
for the game and generate as 
much money as possible for 
such a worthy cause. 

“We would like to thank 
Southend United for their 
commitment to this game 
in order to help raise money 
for Simon and his family,” 
he said. “We are all aware of 
the tragic assault that has 
led to Simon’s life changing 
injuries, and this match pro¬ 
vides Cambridge United and 
Southend United with the 
opportunity to show both 
clubs support. 

“Simon’s wife, Nicole, is 
a truly remarkable woman 
who has shown astonishing 
resolve in her care for Simon 
in unimaginable circum¬ 
stances. 

“This is a positive way in 
which we can all contribute 
to help Simon, Nicole and 
the family improve their day 
to day life as much as possi¬ 
ble.” 

Simon made an emotional 
return to the Cambs Glass 
Stadium last October for the 
first time since the assault, 
when he attended the U’s 
Sky Bet League Two fixture 
with Portsmouth and was 
welcomed on to the pitch 
with a standing ovation be¬ 


fore the game. 

A total of 12 men were 
found guilty of violent disor¬ 
der or conspiracy to commit 
violent disorder in relation 
to the attack - which lasted 
just 90 seconds but caused 
life-changing injuries to Mr 
Dobbin. 

Earlier this month, those 
men were sentenced to jail 
terms at Basildon Crown 
Court. 

Ian Young, 41, of Brightwell 
Avenue, Westcliff, is due to be 
sentenced today for assisting 
an offender. 

Police believe there may 
still be men who have not 
been charged in relation to 
the assault - with senior in¬ 
vestigating officer DCI Mar¬ 
tin Pasmore urging anyone 
who can help bring the at¬ 
tackers to justice to come 
forward. 

Speaking to the News 
about Saturday’s benefit 
match, Nicole said: “It was 
absolutely fantastic, Cam¬ 
bridge United really put on a 
good show for us. 

“We had the executive 
suite at the football club and 
people affiliated with South- 
end United came to say hello 
to us - overall we had a really 
good day. 

“We’d like to say a massive 
thank-you to everyone who 
came out for the match, and 
also thank Cambridge Unit¬ 
ed for putting the event on. 

“Cambridge fans gave up 
their time to give us some¬ 
thing back, and we really ap¬ 
preciate that.” 

Nicole also said the money 
raised from the match will go 
towards therapy for Simon.

Gift shop is set to move 
on after 19 years in town

THE owner of a long-standing New¬ 
market business has decided to close 
its doors after 19 years to focus efforts 
in Bury St Edmunds. 

Emma McKeown, 52, cited “chal¬ 
lenging” conditions in the town for 
the closure of the jewellery and gift 
shop Artico, based on Market Street, 
including an increase in rent and a de¬ 
crease in footfall in the town. 

The shop will cease trading today 
after first opening in the town in 1998. 

Its two members of staff will be 
transferred to other stores based in 
Bury St Edmunds and Bishop’s Stort- 
ford. 

Ms McKeown told the News: “New¬ 
market’s lease has come to an end. 

“With the unique product range 
that we have, Bury St Edmunds is a 
perfect platform for Artico.” 

She said: “It’s becoming more and 
more a destination for people seeking 
out independent retailers and there 
is a much larger shop. For me, Bury 
reflects the choice that I want to give 
customers. 


“I’ve spent my life sourcing things 
that other people haven’t got. The 
platform at Bury enables me to show¬ 
case it. 

“I’d really like to thank all the lovely 
customers and I hope they come to 
visit us in Bury.” 

Shopowners in the town were hit 
by a 10 per cent business rate rise in 
April, which contributed to the clo¬ 
sure of Outdoor Leisure in Wellington 
Street in April. 

Cllr Lance Stanbury, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for planning and growth at Forest 
Heath District Council, said: “Business 
rates are currently set by the Govern¬ 
ment, with the district council respon¬ 
sible for collecting all the money on 
the Government’s behalf but retaining 
less than 10 per cent for services. 

“While we are not responsible for 
the level of business rates, we are able 
to advise any business that contacts 
us, about Business Rate Relief - a 
mechanism for reducing the amount 
that a qualifying business has to pay.” 

Cllr Stanbury added: “Therefore 
if any businesses out there are con¬ 
cerned I would advise them to get in 
contact with our partners at Anglia 
Revenues Partnership.”

‘We’re going to get hurt’ says 
horse rider after near misses

A HORSE rider has hit out at driv¬ 
ers after she claims she was “almost 
killed three times” while riding in 
the road in Newmarket. 

Amanda Gray, 53, of Duchess 
Drive, has been riding in the road 
for most of her life but said she re¬ 
cently had three bad experiences 
where drivers had sped past or 
shouted abuse at her.

“It’s got so bad that I’m going to 
start wearing a camera or see if we 
can get awareness of horse riders in 
driving lessons.” 

She added: “What are you do¬ 
ing in Newmarket if you don’t like 
horses? 

“I get a lot of praise for my horse 
and people have stopped me to say 
that riding in the road is a beautiful 
sight.” 

According to Amanda, her four- 
year-old colt, Roux, who she is 
training, has started to become 
scared easily. 

Mark Tompkins, of Newmarket’s 
Racehorse Trainers’ Association, 
said: “Newmarket is a horserac¬ 
ing town. We are constantly asking 
motorists to be polite and it has 
worked well. 

“I’m afraid these issues are part 
of the way of living in Newmarket.

Accident blackspots revealed

ALMOST 90 fatal crashes and more 
than 700 serious accidents have tak¬ 
en place on Cambrideshire’s roads 
in the last five years. 

Official statistics from Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council also 
reveal there were more than 4,000 
minor collisions on roads across the 
county between 2012 and 2016. 

In total there were 89 deaths, 728 
serious accidents and 4,042 slight 
incidents. 

A spokesman for the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peterborough Road 
Safety Partnership said the majority 
of collisions where people are killed 
or seriously injured in the county 
occur on rural A-roads “where the 
traffic volumes and impact speed 
tend to be higher”. 

A serious injury is classed as one 
where an individual receives medi¬ 
cal treatment in a hospital as an in¬ 
patient. These injuries may include 
broken bones, concussions, inter¬ 
nal injuries, blood loss and crush- 
ings. 

Slight incidents can mean some¬ 
one has received medical assistance 
such as treatment for sprains, whip¬ 
lash, bruises or cuts, or they did not 
need medical attention. 

The road safety spokesman add¬ 
ed: “Every death and life-changing 
injury on Cambridgeshire’s roads

is one too many. Studies are being 
carried out at the moment to look 
at ways we can improve the safety 
of our highest risk A-roads and we 
monitor any new roads or changes 
to the road layout to ensure they are 
safe. 

“Safety improvement funding is 
prioritised for ‘blackspots’ where 
a high number of collisions hap¬ 
pen in one location. These accident 
cluster sites are reviewed on an an¬ 
nual basis and the criteria and loca¬ 
tions can be found on our website.” 

Driver error is one of the key fac¬ 
tors which contributes to the num¬ 
ber of incidents, according to the 
council. Chief among this is “failing 
to look properly”, which is attribut¬ 
ed to 90 per cent of all collisions on 
the roads. 

The authority says it is addressing 


this by running a se¬ 
ries of education and 
awareness campaigns, 
including new e-learn¬ 
ing programme Cambs 
Drive iQ, targeted at younger 
drivers to reduce their risk on the 
road. 

The road safety spokesman told 
those who use the roads that they 
need to “do their bit too”, asking 
people to “slow down, leave them¬ 
selves a bit more time and space 
and take an extra moment to look 
for bikes at junctions”. 

The most dangerous roads in 
Cambridgeshire and Suffolk over 
the period from 2012 to 2016 were: 

1) A14 

The A14 between Huntingdon and 
Cambridge is the region’s most 
dangerous road with 14 fatal, 65 se¬ 


rious and 480 slight incidents. 

Last month it claimed three lives 
in five days. 

2) A142 

The A142 between Newmarket and 
Chatteris is second with 13 fatal, 
34 serious and 113 slight incidents. 
Last month there were calls for a 
safety investigation after a horror 
pile-up at Mepal. 

3) A47 

The A47 linking Bir¬ 
mingham to Lowestoft 
has been the scene of 
14 fatal, 41 serious 
and 480 slight inci¬ 
dents. 

4) A10 

The A10 between 
Cambridge and Ely 
has claimed seven lives 
and has been the scene of 
51 serious incidents and 201 
slight crashes. 

Recently a family man had a 
near miss on the road when he was 
thrown off his motorbike and land¬ 
ed on his head. 

5) A141 

The A141 is a major road across the 
Cambridgeshire Fens. It also saw 
seven fatalities over the same time 
period as well as 36 serious and 157 
minor incidents. This includes the 
story of one person taken to hospi¬ 
tal after crash at Warboys. 

6) A1 

The A1 stretch between Big¬ 
gleswade and Peterborough has 


been the scene of six fatal crashes 
from 2012 to 2016. It has also been 
the scene of 41 serious collisions 
and 175 slight incidents. This in¬ 
cludes a woman who died after a 
crash involving a pedestrian and a 
vehicle. 

7) A1123 

The A1123 saw four deaths and 25 
serious incidents. In 2016 a man 
denied death by dangerous driving 
after causing a crash which killed 
teenager Karl Langley. 

8) A1198 

The A1198 between Royston and 
Huntingdon also saw four deaths, 
and 25 serious incidents. It had 
slightly more minor incidents at 59. 

Last October Clare Bakhtiar, 38, 
was killed in an A1198 crash along¬ 
side 9-year-old Laurence Carroll. 

9) A15 

The A15 runs north from Peterbor¬ 
ough via Market Deeping, Bourne, 
Sleaford and Lincoln. It claimed 
three lives, and saw 36 serious and 
313 minor incidents during 2012 to 
2016. 

10) A1307 

The A1307 between Cambridge¬ 
shire and Suffolk was the scene of 
three fatal crashes, 286 serious and 
41 slight. Crashes on this road bring 
major disruption to cross-county 
commuters. 

■ There were 13 other fatal inci¬ 
dents across Cambridgeshire’s oth¬ 
er rural roads during the same five- 
year period.

Campaigners hit out over 
proposals to cut IVF funding 



PROPOSALS to cut NHS-funded 
IVF treatment in Cambridgeshire 
will see hundreds of couples lose 
their chance to create a family. 

Cambridgeshire and Peterbor¬ 
ough Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) has held consultions 
on plans to remove financial sup¬ 
port for specialist fertility treat¬ 
ment. 

The group says it can save 
£700,000 if it scraps specialist fertil¬ 
ity services, making it one of only 
five CCGs to do so. 

Nearly 1,700 people have signed a 
petition calling on health managers 
to abandon the proposals. 

The CCG consultation ended on 
Monday, with public events held 
across the county in recent months. 

Campaigners and health experts 
held their own meeting with CCG 
representatives to discuss the im¬ 
pact of the proposed cuts. 

Stuart Tuckwood, a representa¬ 
tive of UNISON Acute Hospitals, 
said: “We heard some really impas¬ 
sioned stories from a number of 
people on the verge of accessing 
IVF treatment who are scared about 
the prospect of not having it.” 

Mr Tuckwood said he understood

commissioners faced difficult de¬ 
cisions over funding but that cut¬ 
ting fertility services would cost the 
NHS more in the long term. 

“Infertility is a major cause of 
mental health problems.” 

Ellie Crane, a campaigner who 
conceived successfully through 
NHS-funded IVF treatment, also 
said: “IVF doesn’t work for every¬ 
one, but it is an amazing procedure 
and it offers hope to those who 
can’t conceive naturally. 

“Not many of us can afford the 
thousands of pounds needed to 
buy fertility treatment privately. In¬ 
fertility is a medical condition and 
I believe medical care shouldn’t de¬ 
pend on the depth of your pockets.” 

Couples in Cambridgeshire can 
currently apply for one round of 
IVF on the NHS if they meet eligi¬ 
bility criteria. 

This is a reduction from the two 
funded rounds available until June 
last year, and below the National 
Institute for Clinical Excellence 
(NICE) recommendations of three 


cycles of treatment. 

According to charity Fertility 
Fairness, 90 per cent of all CCGs 


fund one or more cycle of IVF with 
Cambridgeshire becoming one of 
just five to cut all funding. 


Cambridgeshire is home to 
Bourn Hall, the world’s first IVF 
clinic, founded by the scientists 
whose work led to the first “test 
tube baby”. 

Dr Mike Macnamee, CEO of 
Bourn Hall, who previously labelled 
the proposed cuts “scandalous”, 
said infertility was not seen as a pri¬ 
ority locally. 

He said: “Recent cuts in funding 
have signalled this area of medicine 
is not a priority and as a result the 
causes of infertility are also not be¬ 
ing properly investigated. 

“The risk is that even couples 
who might conceive naturally will 
miss out on having a baby as they 
are not being given relevant advice 
or medication.” 

Dr Macnamee proposed a more 
integrated approach that would 
involve GPs and fertility specialists 
working more closely together for 
cost-effective outcomes. 

Dr Gary Howsam, CCG chairman, 
told the News : “We have had a good 
response to the consultation, with 
over 1,000 responses received so far. 

“I would encourage local people 
to give us their views on the pro¬ 
posal.”

Rail link to capital is one of the slowest in the country 


CAMBRIDGE rail users have one of 
the slowest connections to London 
compared to other major UK cities. 

The journey from Cambridge to 
London averages 40.4mph. 

Only Portsmouth and Southampton 
have slower connections. 

The Cambridge to London route 


has been in the spotlight recently, with 
commuters complaining there are 
fewer seats on new trains on the line. 

And it was revealed in the News last 
week that the 7.55am from Cambridge 
to King's Cross is the second most 
overcrowded service in the country. 

The News used an interactive tool 


which allows people to compare 
journey times and find the most 
efficient connection. 

For a weekend getaway, the tool 
showed Cambridge has the slowest 
connections to Coventry, Birmingham 
and Nottingham, including waiting 
times. 


The slowest long-distance journey 
between all of the cities analysed is 
from Coventry to Hull. 

The 104-mile trip from one station 
to the other averages just 26 mph, 
including waiting time for connections. 

Shorter regional train trips are often 
among the slowest. 


Mum hits out at Corrie 
‘charity’ merchandise

THE mother of missing RAF gunner 
Corrie McKeague has hit out at an 
American company selling merchan¬ 
dise bearing her son’s image. 

Nicola Urquhart responded to her 
Facebook followers’ concerns after 
they alerted the family to the online 
scam. 

She wrote: “Just a quick update as I 
am receiving a lot of messages about 
an American company trying to sell 
merchandise with Corrie’s photo and 
#findcorrie. 

“I would just like to clarify that this 
company has taken my photo of Cor¬ 
rie without my permission and are 
keeping any profits they make. 

“This company has nothing to do 
with me or my family. I have been 
provided with the name of the wom¬ 
an apparently behind it and will be 
passing this on to the police.” 

Meanwhile, the company told con¬ 
cerned members of the public they 
were going to donate profits from 
any sales to the campaign to find the 
missing 23-year-old. 

The online shop, called The Perfect 
Gift, later took down the merchan¬ 
dise, including wrist bands and T- 
shirts, similar to the items previously 
endorsed by Nicola, after being in 
contact with the family. 

Nicola continued: “Please do not 
buy items from them believing you 
are helping the wonderful charities 
we support as this is most certainly 
not the case. 

“I have now been informed by the 



person that set this up that it will now 
be removed. It appears that someone 
else was pretending they had my per¬ 
mission. 

“But thanks to the lovely people 


on here (Facebook) helping me with 
information we have hopefully now 
stopped this and can move on.” 

The scam comes as the police 
search to find the missing service¬ 


man at the Milton landfill has been 
halted while an external review of the 
investigation takes place. Corrie was 
last seen on September 24 last year 
after a night out in Bury St Edmunds. 


DRUG dealers get young 
people to deliver their 
drugs by paying them, 
or forcing them using 
violence and grooming, say 
Cambridgeshire police. 

The force says it is a 
crime that can affect girls 
and boys, regardless 
of their background or 
culture. 

Police have launched 
a week-long county¬ 
wide campaign to raise 
awareness of what is known 
as 'county lines' criminality. 

This is when organised 
crime groups from big 
cities, mainly London, 
extend their drug dealing 
into new areas. 

Young people, known as 
runners, travel between 
cities and other areas to 
deliver drugs and collect 
cash on behalf of dealers. 
They may also swallow 
drugs to prevent police 
finding them. 

Police say vulnerable 
adults could have their 
homes taken over and used 
as drug dens. 

And officers say incidents 
of this type of crime are not 
just concentrated in the city 
but across the towns and 
villages of Cambridgeshire. 

Dl Billy Bremner, the 
force's tactical lead for 
county lines, hopes the 
awareness campaign will 
help victims, their friends, 
family and carers recognise 
this type of behaviour as 
abuse and report it. 

He said: "We need to 
educate and make young 
people aware of this type of 
exploitation so that we can 
help them make the right 
decisions about drugs. 

"We often hear that 
victims don't have the 
confidence to report it 
because they fear there 
may be consequences from 
the organised crime groups 
who force them to sell 
drugs."

Cheveley Parish Council 

A MEETING of Cheveley 
Parish Council was held in the 
community room of Cheveley 
School on July 11. 

Members of the public 
voiced concerns regarding 
the proposed housing 
development to the east of 
The Paddocks for which an 
amendment application had 
been received. The parish 
council would reiterate its 
objection to the development. 
It was anticipated that 
the application would 
be considered by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council Planning Committee 
at either its August or

September meeting. 

Drones had been observed 
flying over, and taking 
photographs of, properties 
in the parish. It is believed 
that this invasion of privacy is 
illegal. 

At its recent meeting the 
Pavilion Working Group was 
informed that young members 
of the parish had discussed 
what they would like to see 
in the way of new equipment 
at the recreation ground and 
are being encouraged to be 
involved in the project. Two 
items of equipment, the 'teen 
shelter' and the 'skateboard' 


were not used much. Terms of 
any grants received in relation 
to these items would be 
examined and, if possible, they 
would be advertised for sale. 

A first aid kit and a battery 
operated smoke alarm had 
been installed in the pavilion. 
The gutters of the building 
would be cleared of leaves. 

A replacement litter bin would 
be situated near the entrance 
of the recreation ground and 
an additional dog foul bin 
would also be purchased. 

Signs from the barbecues 
would be removed and 'No 
Dogs Allowed' signs would be 


placed at the play areas and 
the 'No Tipping' sign would 
be moved to the wall near 
the recycling bins. Designs for 
signage near the entrance were 
considered and the wording 
for this would be decided later. 
It was agreed that a Salvation 
Army Clothing recycling bin 
could be sited in the car 
park. Following a survey it 
was noted that, although the 
wall of the recreation ground 
was structurally safe, attention 
was recommended to the 
brickwork. Following receipt 
of quotations for replacement 
of the fencing around the 
car park, it was hoped the 
contractor would be able to 


complete the work soon. 

A factfinding meeting had 
been held between two parish 
councillors and representatives 
of Cambridge ACRE to carry 
out a feasibility study of 
facilities at the recreation 
ground and the pavilion. 

It was agreed the next Speed 
Watch operations would 
prioritise the Ashley Road, 
Centre Drive and Duchess 
Drive areas in the North Ward 
and it was felt these would 
be most effective in the early 
morning. 

Due to the prolonged spell of 


dry weather, which had caused 
the rainwater harvesting 
system to become empty, the 
water supply to the cemetery 
tap had been turned on. It 
would be turned off again 
before the winter. 

It was agreed to hold an 
extraordinary meeting in 
August to discuss the charitable 
trust. The date and agenda will 
be posted on notice boards 
and the website ( cheveley.org ). 
The next scheduled parish 
council meeting will take place 
on Tuesday, September 12, 
at 7.30pm in the Community 
Room at Cheveley School.

Drop in number of traffic police

THE number of dedicated traffic 
police officers in Cambridgeshire 
has fallen by more than a third in 
10 years. 

In 2007, the county had 98 road 
traffic officers (RTOs), which fell to 
88 in 2012, but that number dwin¬ 
dled to 65 this year. 

Over the 10-year period, this 
amounts to a cut of 34 per cent. 

Nationally, numbers have fallen 
by nearly a third, according to an 
investigation by the Press Associa¬ 
tion. 

Experts have questioned how 
new laws, such as the ban on using 
mobiles while driving, can be en¬ 
forced with 30 per cent fewer offic¬ 
ers dedicated to policing roads. 

The Press Association submitted 
a Freedom of Information (FOI) re¬ 
quest to all 45 territorial forces ask¬ 
ing how many dedicated traffic of¬ 
ficers they have compared with five 
and 10 years ago. 

The results reveal cuts have ac¬ 
celerated in the past five years, with 
numbers falling 24 per cent since 
2012, while overall the number is 
down 30 per cent since 2007. 

In 2007, there were 3,766 traf¬ 
fic officers in the forces which re¬ 
sponded. In 2012 that figure stood 
at 3,472. By 2017 it had dropped to 
2,643. 


A number of forces increased the 
number of traffic officers between 
2007 and 2012, but as budget cuts 
bit these numbers were reduced 
between 2012 and 2017. 

The AA said the decline could 
see more drivers getting away with 
crimes. 

A spokesman said: “We need 
more cops in cars, not fewer. 

“The UK has among the safest 
roads in Europe, although the num¬ 
ber of people killed and seriously 
injured on our roads has started to 
rise after many years of steady de¬ 
cline. Maybe there is a link?” 


He added: “Even senior officers 
have publicly expressed concern 
at the falling number of their col¬ 
leagues.” 

Responding to the figures, the 
Home Office said effective road 
policing is not just dependent on 
dedicated traffic officers, while the 
National Police Chiefs’ Council 
(NPCC) pointed out that all officers 
were able to help traffic specialists. 

In total, 30 forces released figures. 

Only five forces in the UK have 
seen an increase since 2007 in the 
number of RTOs. Hertfordshire was 
up 44 per cent, with 66 a decade ago 


and 95 this year. 

While Suffolk Constabulary 
didn’t have stats for 2007, it too has 
seen an increase, with 45 in 2012 
and 77 in 2017. 

Labour’s shadow minister for po¬ 
licing and crime Louise Haigh, a 
former special constable, said: 
“These savage cuts will 
deeply alarm the public 
as reckless drivers will 
feel able to offend 
with impunity.” 

She added: “There 
have been a number 
of new driving of¬ 
fences in the last few 
years, not least relat¬ 
ing to phones and the 
new offence of causing 
serious injury by dangerous 
driving. 

“The police don’t stand a cat in 
hell’s chance of pursuing and con¬ 
victing people under these offences 
with ever-constrained resources.” 

fason Wakeford, from road safety 
charity Brake, said: “On average, 
five people die every single day on 
our roads. This is unacceptable. 

“The Government and police 
forces have to start treating road 
policing as a national priority and 
reverse the savage cuts to officer 
numbers.” 

The Home Office said deploy¬ 
ment of resources was a matter for 
chief constables and crime com¬ 



missioners, who “understand their 
operational needs better than any¬ 
one”. 

A spokesman said: “The Govern¬ 
ment has protected overall police 
spending in real terms since the 
Spending Review 2015 and we will 
always ensure forces have the 
resources they need to do 
their vitally important 
work. 

“Effective roads po¬ 
licing is not neces¬ 
sarily dependent on 
dedicated road traf¬ 
fic officers: the use 
of technology, other 
police personnel and 
local communities also 
have a role to play.” 

But fayne Willetts, who 
speaks on roads policing for the Po¬ 
lice Federation of England of Wales, 
which represents rank and file of¬ 
ficers, said cuts meant specialist 
roads policing officers now face 
added demands. 

“They are having to attend calls 
for help from the public in addition 
to patrolling the road network to 
target travelling criminality.” 

She added: “The introduction 
and use of new technology is wel¬ 
come but the visibility of the police 
cannot be overstated as a deterrent 
and a reassurance to the public. 

“Unfortunately the thin blue line 
is becoming too thin.”

S WINGING London woke 
up on April 24,1964, to the 
news that a depraved serial 
killer was stalking its 
streets. 

The body of Helen Barthelemy, 
22, had been found naked in an 
alley. She was the second victim 
discovered that month and the 
third since February. 

Like the other victims, Helen 
worked the streets of West London. 
Along with Hannah Tailford and 
Irene Lockwood, she was petite 
and vulnerable. 

The killer's grim trademark was 
the removal of his victims' clothing 
and belongings - even false teeth 
- earning him the nickname lack 
the Stripper. 

Det Chief Supt fohn du Rose, led 
the inquiry. Known as Four-Day 
lohnny for his speed in solving 
cases, Mr du Rose said: "There are 
hundreds of police involved, more 
than any inquiry ever before. We'll 
get him. You can be sure of that.'' 

Yet they never did. How did the 
murderer evade the massive 
investigation? 

Reviewing rarely seen case files, 
old coroners' reports and 
photoraphs exposes a shocking 
insight into the underbelly of 1960s 
London. 

The 'Nude Murders' as they 
became known revealed a brutal 
sex trade flourishing on many West 
London streets. 

THE INVESTIGATION 

MR DU ROSE, one of Scotland 
Yard's top five investigators, took 
charge of the Nude Murders case 
in February 1965. He had a 
200-strong CID force, plus another 
100 officers. The Special Patrol 
Group of 300 officers was also 
called in. 

Observation points were 
set up around West London

He had carried out 
burglaries to 
embarrass 
colleagues, who 
he felt victimised 
him.

THE KILLER 

THE killer stopped his spree after 
Bridie's murder. The probe was 
rapidly wound down. It had failed 
because Scotland Yard's top 
officers had little expertise in 
catching serial killers. 

Modern investigations would use 
new profiling techniques. Expert 
geographic analysis in my book 
reveals the killer probably lived in a 
small area stretching west from 
central Hammersmith or Holland 
Park. Today's detectives use such 
tools to narrow their search. 

It is sobering to think the killer 
could be alive today, perhaps in his 
late 70s. His crimes are largely 
forgotten, no doubt due to a lack of 
sympathy for the victims, seen as 
being outside of decent society. 

Who was he? Probably a 
policeman, though not the 
disgraced detective, who could not

ACTRESS and writer 
Sarah Winman's third 
novel Tin Man is a 
heart-breaking story 
about love, loss and 
grief. 

Ellis and Michael are 
best friends, growing up without 
mothers in Oxford in the 1970s. They 
share a love of cycling and travel, 
and, on a trip to France, their 
relationship becomes physical. A few 
years later, Annie enters the picture, 
with the trio soon becoming 
inseparable. But then Michael moves 
to London and disappears from Ellis 
and Annie's lives. 

Years pass, and in 1996 the reader 
encounters a withdrawn Ellis living 
on his own and working nights at a 
car factory. The devastating events 
of the intervening years slowly come 
to light as Winman skilfully moves 
between characters and decades. 

This book is all emotion, and 
unashamedly so, exploring themes 
such as the exuberance of youth and 
the desperation of unrequited love 
- and what lingers at the end is an 
overwhelming sense of sadness. 

Tin Man may be a short novel, at 
just 195 pages, but it packs an 
enormous punch.

Her storytelling is immaculate, 
hopping between past and present, 
and in and out of different 
characters. It's a tough read at 
times, but Jewell always keeps 
everything moving. 

The intrigue never flags as she 
pushes towards a redemptive 
resolution. 

An astute and emotionally charged 
read, riddled with creepiness. Fully 
recommended.

Experts’ doubts 
on clean air plan 


M OTORING experts have 
raised a series of concerns 
over the Government's 
freshly coined clean air strategy. 

Jim Holder, editorial director of 
What Car? magazine, said it would be 
"a tall order" to increase the market 
share of electrified vehicles from 4 
per cent of new car sales today to 
100 per cent in just 23 years. 

"The car industry has proved 
time and again that it can hit 
demanding targets, but at the 
moment electrified cars are both 
more expensive and less usable than 
traditionally-engined ones," he said. 

"These are hurdles that must be 
overcome to win over car buyers." 

Holder said concerns over 
the charging infrastructure, the 
response of drivers to electric cars 
and the loss of billions of pounds 
of fuel duty meant "the risk is that 
this announcement creates more 
problems than it solves". 

The AA described the ambition 
to stop the sale of new petrol and 
diesel cars by 2040 as "a step in the 
right direction" but insisted there

were "plenty of factors that need to 
be addressed". 

Significant investment will be 
required to install charging points 
across the country, including fast-charge 
points so cars can be topped up within 
half an hour, according to the firm's 
roads policy spokesman Jack Cousens. 

He predicted that the National 
Grid would be under pressure to 
"cope with a mass switch-on after 
the evening rush hour". 

Cousens said affordability would 
play a key role in achieving the 
Government's ambitions and 
families on low incomes would need 
assistance and incentives to make 
the switch to electric cars. 


He warned that although eight 
out of 10 drivers say they want clean 
air, many are sceptical whether a 
roll-out of Clean Air Zones in cities 
across the UK would be handled 
fairly, noting that car drivers are "not 
the only source of air pollution". 

"Clean Air Zones should be the 
port of last resort rather than the 
position of first response," he added. 

Steve Gooding, director of 
motoring research charity the RAC 
Foundation, said putting local 
authorities in charge of imposing 
restrictions on vehicles meant diesel 
owners "remain in the dark over 
where and when they will be able to 
use their cars and at what cost". 

There is still "a lot to do" to get 
the take-up of ultra-low emission 
cars "on the right trajectory" as there 
are only 100,000 of them on the 
road out of a car fleet of more than 
30 million, Gooding said. 

He added that while a scrappage 
scheme "sounds good", the absence 
of a firm plan shows how difficult it 
is to create a "meaningful, cost- 
effective model".

SHE IS good. In fact Enable 
is very, very good. So 
good, in fact, John Gosden 
has hailed her as the best 
filly he has trained. 

That is some claim from 
the master of Clarehaven, 
who also trained 
Taghrooda to the Oaks and 
King George double. 

Throw in The Fugue and 
Dar Re Mi, and you can 
see how highly Gosden 
rates Enable. 

However, after watching 
her take apart the 
best King George field 
assembled for some years, 
it is hard to argue with the 
erudite trainer. 

He knew winning the 
Irish Oaks had taken 
little out of her, and that 
the huge age and sex 
allowances she received 
meant it would take a 
mighty performance 
from last year's winner 
Highland Reel, Eclipse 
hero Ulysses or stablemate 
Jack Hobbs to beat her.

Gosden said: "I 
think Frankie rode her 
beautifully. Ulysses 
made a wonderful run 
at her - and he has won 
an Eclipse - but she is a 
very smart filly. She's as 
good a filly as I've ever 
trained - Taghrooda was 
brilliant to win this and 
she's following Dahlia and 
Pawneese. 

"I am a great believer in 
this race being a meeting 
of the generations, and she 
has proved it. 

"The Yorkshire Oaks is 
where we want to go and 
then freshen up and see 
where we are about a race 
on October 1 (Prix de I'Arc 
de Triomphe)." 

Dettori said: "I'm 
thrilled. I said to John 
after the Irish Oaks that I 
haven't had a feeling like 
that since Golden Horn in 
the Arc. 

"I was confident, then 
I started reading all these 
negative things, but I 
thought they have got to 
give a stone to a superstar 
and that was a big task for 
them. 

"I lost 7lb in six days. 

It was all water and fish 
basically for a week. It was 
boring, but I would not let 
anyone else ride her."
